Mothers. hauled their children to the 
side hills; brothers dragged little sis- 
ters to places of safety, and when the 
slide struck, many of the homes were 
deserted by fear-stticken women ang 
children, while the men providers were 
rescuing injured at the stricken sister 
town. 

Old-timers in the Coeur d’Alene Dis- 
trict have been sounding daily warnings 
to Mace, Burke and Black Bear that be- 
cause of record depth of the snow, slides 
were imminent. For 16 winters, these 
towns have escaped snowslides, and so 
strong had the confidence of the miner 
residents been that their homes and 
families were safe, that no precautions 
had been taken.

He was 
twice married, His first wife was Miss 
Susannah Cable, whom he married 
Aug. 23, 1840, in New York State, and 
who died here in 1866. His second wife 
was Mrs. Caroline Elliot Kasson, young- 
est sister of the Rev. William G. Elliot, 
who was for many years chancellor of 
Washington University. There were no 
children from the second marriage. 

Mr. Lackland was unostentatious, re- 
served and methodical. He .- usually 
reached the bank before the clerks did 
and remained there until 4 p. mg oceca- 
sionally: walking through the cages to 
inspect their. work. So accurate and 
retentive was his memory that he rarely 
had to consult the books to learn what 
balance the chief depositors had. At 
4p. m. he went home, had dinner and 
read until 10 p. m. He almost invariably 
slept eight hours.

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PHILADELPHIA 
ROTER SHOT: TWO 
POLICEMEN BEATEN 


Mob Attacks Bluecoat Lying} 
With Broken Skull—1o000 
Hold Up Car. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. » 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28.—In defend- 
ing a car attacked by a mob at Forty- 
Afth street and Lancaster avenue this 
morning, Special Policeman Lestrange 
s..ot a rioter in the leg and was beaten 
into insensibility. The crowd jumped on 
the policeman, kicked and hit him with 
bricks. .He. was rescued by a squad of 
police, which dispersed the rioters. 
More than a thousand rioters sur- 
rounded the car, bringing it to a halt as 
it approached. Bight men jumped on 
the front and rear platforms, severely 
injuring the motorman and conductor. 
Lestrange drew his revolver and fired 
fiv» times through the windows and roof 
to deter the rioters. He was struck 
from behind with a brick and hurled 
against the car seats. For the sixth 
time he pulled the trigger, the bullet 
imbedding itself in the leg of one of his 
assaijants. . 
The injured policeman and the wound- 
ed rioter were taken to a hospital. 

Soon afterward when Policeman Wil- 
liam Conlan attempted to jump from a 
car at Fifty-sixth ‘street and Haverford 
avenue to disperse a small crowd of 
rioters, Policeman Conlan tripped and‘ 
fell, fracturing His skull. As he lay un- 
conscious the crowd pelted his body with 
bricks and other missiles. His condition 
is said to be serious.

If the bill is passed by the Municipal 
Assembly the abolition of the bridge 
arbitrary would be considered practical- 
ly hopeless and the appointment of the 
committee useless. 

Willing to Confer. 

The shoe manufacturers recommended 
the appointment of a committee to treat 
with the executives of the individual 
railroads comprising the Terminal Asso- 
ciation, and this plan is now regarded 
as feasible by reason of the fact that 
the presidents and high executive off!- 
cilals of five of the railroads, in tele- 
grams to the Post-Dispatch, have ex- 
pressed a willingness to meet the ship- 
pers and discuss the rate questions. 

Delegates Gregory, Samel and Speitel, 
who voted last week to send the Dill 
to engrossment, said to a Pest-Dispatch 
reporter Monday that they were still 
firm in their stand to vote against its 
passage Tuesday night. This, if all the 
former opponents of the bill attend and 
vote against it, will kill the measure. 

Delegate Koch said he was undecided 
as to how he would vote. A number 
of his Fourteenth 
called on him Sunday and urged him 
to join the opponents of the bill. 

Gregory said he waad become con- 
vinced that the Terminal’s rates were 
unfair, and particularly that the coal 
rate was not enly 20 cents a ton across 
the bridge,but in some cases 30 cents. 
The 30-cent rate prevails, he said, on 
shipments from the east side to the 
Iron Mountain tracks at the foot of 
Market street. 

Samel and Speitel said their change 
was due to the attitude of their con- 
stituents. In Speltel’s ward, the Thir- 
teenth, a meeting is to be held Monday 
night to instruct him to vote against 
the bill. 

The resignation of every member of 
the House of Delegates voting for the 
Terminal Association’s Ranken track 
bill -wui be de nanded by the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, the authorized 
representative of 40,000 tradesmen of St. 
Louis. 

While organized labor was taking this 
decided stand against the bridge arbi- 
trary Sunday afternoon the North St. 
Louis Business Men’s Association, with 
a membership of 1100; and the St. Louis 
Retail Shoe Merchants’ Association, 
were holding meetings to demand the 
defeat of the Terminal bill. 

The Central Trades and Labor Union 
instructed the members of its legislative 
committee to wath the vote of the del- 
egates on the .Terminal bill Tuesday 
night, or whenever it comes up for pas- 
sage, and then to examine the free 
bridge vote in the wards represented by 
the delegates favoring the bill. 

If it is found that the people of the 
ward voted against the bridge arbitrary 
by casting a majority for the free 
bridge, then the recall of the delegates 
will be demanded. As the free bridge 
proposition carried in every ward, the 
reso.iution is equivalent to a demand 
for the resignation of all delegates who 
voted for the bill. 

People Demand End of Arbitrary. 

The resolution was offered by Owen 
Millef, former president of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union. The labor 
representatives have been demanding 
the recall as a feature of the initiative 
and referendum, and if it was a law 
now special elections to vote out of 
office the delegates who support the 
Terminal bill would be called. ' 

The Central Trades and Labor Union 
met. at Aschenbroedel Hall, 3535 Pine 
street. The North St. Louis Business 
Men's Association met at Blliot and St. 
Louis avenues. 

Councilmen Schutz and Gundlach and 
Delegates Samel and Hamilton, who 
live in North St. Louis and are mem-

Ward stated that he personally favored 
the bill} but that as he had failed to 
find a single constituent who agreed 
with nim, he had decided to vote against 
it. Samel was loudly applauded. At- 
torney H. H. Oberscuelp criticised Ham- 
ilton for the stand he has taken. Ober- 
schelp declared the people of any ward 
had a right to make a demand upon 
their delegate and that he was duty 
bouna to vote as they wished. 

Joseph A. Hafner, a shipper, spoke in 
favor of the bill. He and Hamilton 
were its only champions. J. F. O. Rel- 
ler spoke against it. 

John H. Gundlach, president of the 
City. Council, spoke as a citizen and 
member of the association. He told the 
people of North St. Louis not to be 
alarmed, if the House passes the bill, it 
will encounter Pike’s Peak when .it 
reaches the Council. He said the Coun- 
cil will amend the bill se that it cannot 
become effective until the bridge arbi- 
trary is abolished.

DR. MKITTRICK 
POSED TO WAYS 
OF ‘BILLY’ SUNDAY 


Declares He Has No Sym- 
pathy With the Methods 
of Evangelist. 





Declaring that he is not in sympathy 
with the evangelistic methods of the 
Rev. William A. (Billy) Sunday, the 
Rev. W. J. McKittrick, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church, refused at 
the monthly session Monday of the St. 
Louis ‘Ministers’ Evangelical Alliance to 
serve on a committee appointed to bring 
the noted baseball revivalist to St. 
Louis. 

The Rev. S. H. Wainwright, presiding 
elder of the Methodist Episcopal church 
South of St. Louis, presided, about one 
hundred ministers being in attendance. 

When it was suggested by one of the 
ministers that Dr. McKittrick be named 
on a committee of six to consider the 


invitation to Evangelist Sunday, the 
First Presbyterian pastor was on his 
feet instantly, his face flushing with 
anger. 

“Tl will not serve On such a commit- 
tee,’ said Dr. McKittrick. “I have no 
sympathy whatever with the evangelist 
methods of ‘Billy’ Sunday.” 

Dr. McKittrick’s statement fell like 
a bolt from the blue, but none of the 
ministers present made any comment, 
and Dr. Wainwright announced that 
another would be. selected to complete 
the membership of the Sunday commit- 
tee. 

The following ministers agreed to 
serve: The Reve. W. W. Barclay, F. 
G. Huey, S. N. Calvin, M. N. Anderson, 
L. EB. Todd, 8S. B. Betts, 8. EB. Ewing, 
Henry Walser, J. B. Toomay and M. M. 
rserce. 

A final decision in the matter will be 
deferred probably until the next meet- 
ing of the Evangelical Alliance. 

The alliance voted unanimously to 
recommend tothe State Legislature the 
passage of an eight-hour law for all la- 
boring people. Previously they indorsed 
the proposition for an eight-and-one-half- 
hour statute. 

Dr. J. M. Moore, pastor of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, discussed in a lengthy 
address the relations between the ‘“‘Min- 
jstry and Society."

Cisler died last Thursday night after 
a prolonged drinking bout at Trantina’s 
place. He lay unconscious from drink, 
in the cold passage way for several 
hours before his death., The immediate 
cause of death was cofgestion of the 
brain, due to alcohol. 

William Logner, one of the witnesses 
at the Saturday session of the inquest, 
said he had heard that several men 
joked Cisler and told him he could not 
drink much liquor, and that Cisler then 
drank 40 cents’ worth of whisky and 
5 cents’ worth of beer, soon after which 
he became unconscious and died. Cisler 
was 42 years old and lived at 1859 South 
Twelfth street. 

The police reported to the coroner 
Monday that Edward Buznak and his 
mother, Minnie, living at 1865 South 
Twelfth street, had said that William 
Logner told them he had, been unable 
to sleep for several] nights because of 
worry over Cisler’s death.

MORE RICH MEN 


Assessments of Wells, Hut- 
tig, Tansey, Wetmore and 
Butler Raised. 


AMOUNTS ARE SECRET 


Assessor Brinkop Declares 
Several ‘Requested Increase 
in Personal Lists. 


The names of former Mayor Rolla 
Wells, Charles H. Huttig, George J. 
Tansey, Moses C. Wetmore and Ed- 
ward Butler were added Monday to the 
list of wealthy St. Louisans whose per- 
sonal property assessments for 1910 will 
be far higher than those of 1909. 

The new assessments of the persons 
just named were not made public by 
Assessor Brinkop, who said the jaw 
forbade him té make the changes pub- 
lic before next Monday. Their assess- 
ments for 1909, with those of two oth- 
ers whose assessments also are greatly 
increased this year, were as follows:’ 

Wells, . $25,000; Huttig, $5630; Tapeey, 
$2500; Wetmore, $21,780; Butler, 
James M. Franciscus, $1000; Thomas 
Ward McManus, 325,000. 

‘The 19099 assessments of Wells and 
McManus, $25,000 each, were made by 
Assessor O’Brien, after they had failed 
to make a persona] return. 

Principal Discussion Topic. 


The radical increases made in the as- 
sessments of St. Louis rich men, rep- 
resenting a total increase of $16,000,000, 
was a leading topic of conversation Sun- 
day at the St. Louis Club, the Country 
and Glen Echo clubs, and other resorts 
of the wealthy, following the publica- 
tion in Saturday’s and Sunday's Post- 
Dispatch of some of the largest in- 
creases. 

Those which excited especial comment 
were the raising of David R. Francis 
from $27,000 to $2,000,000, of Adolphus 
Busch from $600,000 to $2,000,000, and of 
Festus J. Wade from $8000 to $100,000. 

Assessor Brinkop Monday did not deny 
the correctness of the new ratings, but 
said he regretted they had been made 
public before the time prescribed by 
law.

Shoots Himself When _Cus- 
tomers Complain of High 
Prices and Quit. 


The high price which he was forced 
to pay for his meat, together with the 
loss of trade through Lent, was too 
much for the courage of Alex Bind- 
peutel, butcher, 31 years old, who lived 
over his shop at-~1000 Morrison avenue. 
He shot and killed himself in the icebox 
in his shop at 4:30 a. m. Monday. 

A severe toothache from which he 
was suffering as a result of breaking 
oné of his teeth on a piece of candy sev- 
eral days &ag0, was the last straw of 
what Bindbeutel considered overwhelm- 
ing misfortunes, according to his friends. 
When Richard Spies, his assistant, ar- 
rived at the shop Monday he found the 
dead body in the icebox. An hour be- 
fore the butcher had told his wife, in 
a matter-of-fact sort of way, that he 
was going down to open up the shop. 
When retiring for the night, Sunday, 
Bindbeutel’s wife reminded him of the 
fact that Monday was the eighth anni- 
versary of their marriage. Far from 
showing elation, his wife’s reminder 
seemed to sadden him. 

Right Hand Held Pistol. 

Bindbeutel had carefully spread his 
white apron out on the icebox floor and 
was lying upon it, his head. on his left 
arm, the revolver clutched in the right 
hand at his side and a bullet from the 
weapon in his right temple. He had 
pulled the trigger with his thumb. 
Bindbeutel was the father of three 
ooys, the eldest 6. 
For some time, customers had been 
leaving Bindbeutel.’ Dr. Samuel Vando- 
ver, the physician who was summoned 
to the shop Monday, stated that he had 
been forced to quit dealing with Bind- 
beutel because the butcher did not have 
enough money to keep in a full stock 
of meat, at the price at which he was 
forced to purchase it. Others, Dr. Van- 
dover said, had left Bindbeutel to go 
to more opulent dealers for the same 
reason. 

During’ Lent Bindbeutel’s sales had 
been cut in two. He had frequently 
given voice to his discouragement, but 
it was not until he broke a tooth sev- 
eral days ago that he seemed to lose 
hope entirely.

CHICAGO, Feb: 28.—Chicago scientists 
are marveling at the precocious genius 
of Fenton B. Turck Jr., 7-year-old son 
of a Chicago bacteriologist. The Medi- 


_¢al Society of this city will ask the boy 


to lecture before it at its March meet- 
ing, and other organizations of medical 
men have manifested great interest in 
the young savant. 

The young savant is not a prodigy, 
his father matntains. 

“The boy has an unusual memory,”’ 
gaid Dr. Turck, ‘“‘but otherwise he is like 
éther boys. Although he ts only 7 years 
old and already knows more about the 
work of a bacteriological laboratory 
than many medical students, he has 
learned everything in a natural way, by 
the kindergarten method. He has had 
‘}ittle instruction. 

“He can carry out the most complex 
laboratory experiments and know why 
he is taking every step. He can recog- 
nize any microbe that he has ever seen. 
He is not allowed to work in the lab- 
oratory more than one hour at a time. 


He is laying a good foundation for fu- 


‘ture work in the profession of bac- 
teriology."’ 

Dr. Turck’s son has owned a micro- 
scope since he was 4 years old. For 


three years he has been under the care 


| of @ German governess in order that he 


may be able to read scientific works in 
the German tongue. 
Follows No System. 

The boy finds his vehicle of expression 
in either English or German, and is so 
familiar with latter language that he 
occasionally brings a German idiom into 
his English and gets scolded for it. 

While reticent about the accomplish- 
ments of their son, Mrs. Turck di- 
vulgéd the simple system of his edu- 
cation, to which an army of pedagogues 
might have listened with interest and 
profit. Its practical feature is simplicity 
and such studied absence of system as 
might have delighted the heart of Rous- 
seau himself.

LAYED above the key by a com- 

me pany that substitutes blustering 
declamation for the proper deliv- 

ery of blank verse, “Herod,” a poetic 
tragedy in three acts, by Stephen Phil- 
lips, the English dramatic poet, open- 
ing its engagement at the Garrick last 
night, took on an aspect of mere sound 
and fury in which was largely lost 
whatever of real majesty or even of 
classic dignity might otherwise have 
attached to it. 
William Faversham, in the title role, 
while not fully realizing Herod to one’s 
imagination, was free from this fault 
and employed his natural gifts to the 
best in an earnest endeavor to qualify 
for distinction in. his higher flight into 
the upper air and solar walk of the 
He may not be said, 
however, to win lasting honors in his 
new. emprise, undeniably sincere though 
his endeavor. 
Julie Opp as Mariarfhne, wife of Herod, 
more nearly meets the requirements of 
the Phillips tragedy than does the star 
himself, vitalizing her lines with a finely 
human reading, which, while not sacri- 
ficing their poetic sonorousness and 
rhythmic swing, nevertheless causes 
them to thrill with an emotional appeal 
not felt at other moments of last night’s 
playing of the play. 
She is the biggest figure in ‘‘Herod’’ 
as a result of this truth, and especially 
at that one great moment in its tragic 
story when, discovering that Herod, her 
beloved husband, is the murderer of 
Aristobulus, her dear brother, Mariamne 
feels her love for Herod shrivel into the 
white-heat of hate and horror, and 
thereafter moves, in unconcealed loath- 
ing of Herod to the certain death that 
Miss Opp admirably rises to 
the demands of this ‘part and her com- 
pleted achievement is of genuine artistic 
value. 
The company as a whole, and most 
unfortunately, seems to cherish the de- 
lusion that a sustained roaring consti- 
tutes. the only proper utterance of blank 
verse. No regard is shown for the 
beauty of true cadences, for that illumi- 
nation of the moment’s meaning of tae 
lines avhich alike maintains their poetic 
beauty and yet insists upon their hu- 
man note, for that repression save at 
overwhelming instants, which so justly 
and tremendously accentuates the occa- 
sional surrender to deep feeling when 
}such surrender is made inevitable by 
the story itself. Melodrama seemed to 
set the marx for which they strove, not 
poetic tragedy—and the vast difference 
between the two is precisely what made 
last night’s achievement assume a taw- 
driness that hurt the souls of the dis- 
criminating and so minimized whatever 
of worth may exist in “Herod” as in 
itself, perhaps, to possess the element 
of tragedy. 

Yet of Stephen Phillips’ work itself, 
it mtst be said that, beautiful though 
it be in its Mbrary reading, it is faulty 
in its construction as drama. Its story 
dramatically, comes to a full stop in 
the second act, at that precise moment 
when the death of Mariamne is an- 
nounced. No trick of playwright or 
player may sustain its vital interest 
thereafter, since the whole tragedy is 
the piteous tragedy of the love of Herod 
and Mariamne turned into hate, and, 
when Mariamne dies, the tragedy is fin- 
ished. One moment of the resultant 
madness of Herod, coming like a flash 
at the close of this second act, is all 
that would have been granted by a skil- 
ful playwright—the long-drawn out third 
act, closing with the plainly artificial 
trick seen in the over-emphasized pose 
of Herod in a cataleptic trance beside 
Mariamne’s bier, is superfluous and tire- 
some, since the full story itself has 
long been told. 

These things, endurable in the lfbrary 
for leve of the poet's printed page, are 
unpardonable in the drama. 

The play’s one scenic setting, the great 
hall of audience in the palace of Herod 
al Jerusalem, is impressive threughout 
the first act. In the second act an audi- 
ence begins finding flaws in what at first 
semed a steately picture. In the third 
act its make-believe of splendor becomes 
obvious and the impression at first 
created in the mind is utterly destroyed. 
This is deplorable.

Proceedings Against Termi- 
nal Roads Being Heard Be- 
fore Judge Adams. 


WANTS OLD TARIFFS 


Manufacturers’ Line Would 
Restrain Rivals From Can- 
celling Switching Agree- 
ment. 





The application of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway for an injunction against the 
proprietary railroads of the Terminal 
Association to restrain them from can- 
celing joint tariff and switching rates 
with the Busch road is being argued 
Monday before Judge Adams of the 
United States Circuit Court. 

As the Supreme Court rendered a de- 
cision recently that suits must be filed 
in a district of which the defendant is 
resident, attorneys for the Busch Rail- 
way dismissed the suits against the 
Illinois Gentral and Big Four roads. 
The only railroads legally residents of 
this district are the Frisce, the Mis- 
souri Pacific, Iron Mountain and Cotton 
Belt, but all the other lines except the 
Illinois Central and the Big Four waived 
the question of jurisdiction. 

The roads that decided to fight the 
injunction, filed demurrers to the pe- 
tition of the Manufacturers’ Railway. 
Judge A. P. Humphrey of Louisville, 
representing the Southern Railway, 
opened the arguments. He contended 
that the court has ne jurisdiction of the 
subject matter of the petition. He said 
the only way to have the question ad- 
judicated was by complaint to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

Judge Humphrey declared no com- 
plaint has been made to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. He denied the 
railroads had any through traffic ar- 
rangements with the Manufacturers’ 
Railway, but said they did have some 
switching arrangements which were can- 
celed because they were considered ex- 
cessive, and in violation of the rules 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

He said the injunction ought not to 
be granted now, as the railroads have 
filed their new tariff schedules, which 
are to #o into effect March 1, If the 
Court issues a restraining order, he 
said, the railroads would have no tar- 
iffs and could not do business except 
at the risk of violating either the order 
of the Court or the rules ef the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. All 
schedules have to be filled with the 
cénimission 30 days before they go into 
effect.

* Preeecsts or vice-presidents of five proprietary. 
railroads of the Terminal Association have signi- 
fied through the Post-Dispatch their williugness 
to meet representatives of St. Louis commercial 
and manufacturing interests to discuss with open 
minds the St. Louis terminal situation and the 
abolition of the arbitrary. The movement to 
bring the representatives of the railroad and busi- 
ness interests together for the purpose of assuring 
harmony and co-operation on a just basis be- 
tween -the railroads and St.. Louis for the wel- 
fare of both is good. It cannot result in any- 
thing but mutual profit. | 

The remnant of the bridge arbitrary now re- 
maining in special tolls on coal and commodi- 
ties within the 100-mile zone is the legacy of a 
false and intolerable system of constructing and 
operating bridges and terminals. The railroads 
took over an independent bridge and terminal 
combine with special charges for operation, in- 
terest and dividends. Instead of changing the 
methods of the Terminal combine the railroads 
continued to operate the bridges and terminals 
on the theory of their independence and of the 
necessity of special charges on St. Louis traffic 
for their maintenance. This placed the railroads 
and their terminal system in a false position 
with reference to St. Louis and put upon St. 
Louis a heavy disadvantage as compared with 
cities in which terminal conditions are normal. 
St. Louis had to support its railroad bridges and 
terminals and help support the terminals of other 
cities. The river was a barrier to the freedom of 
trade with the East. 

The railroads have admitted the injustice of 
this system and have eliminated a large part of 
the special charges. But they retain a remnant 
of them. Part of that remnant is a toll on coal 
which deprives St. Louis of the full benefit of her 
greatest natural advantage and is a constant and 
potent influence against the normal growth and 
prosperity of the city on account of its natural 
advantages. On~the other hand, the railroads 
suffer from their false position with regard to 
St. Louis terminals, the consequent hamper- 
ing of St. Louis and the friction which results 
therefrom. 

St. Louis does not want to be either unfair or 
ungenerous to the railroads. The city asks noth- 
ing but justice and square dealing. It seeks only 
the abolition of unfair and burdensome condi- 
tions. It wants only to be placed on the same 
basis as other cities. We feel sure that if the 
heads of the great railroads are brought to real- 
ize the unfairness of their corporations toward 
St. Louis in the levying of tolls for the support 
of their terminals on a false pretense of their 
independence they. will right the wrong. With 
the righting of this wrong will come an immedi- 
ate establishing of harmonious relations between 
the city and the-railroads. Whenever the rail- 
roads in good faith relinquish all effort to extort 
unjust bridge and terminal tolls from St. Louis 
traffic the opposition to reasonable demands will 
vanish. There will be full and free co-operation 
in the development of adequate railroad ter- 
minals.

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CHICAGO SHIVERS. 

Chicago shivers, but not because of the biiz- 
zards. She is used to them and calls them 
zephyrs. She shivers and is comfortless because 
the power of prohibition has become strong 
enough to challenge all her breweries, distilleries, 
liquor houses, saloons and bars to prepare for 
a fight to a finish next April. It is to be a 
straight-out contest, -wet or dry, and it may be 
the dry element will win. Hence the shudder 
in the heart of the city that shows as a shiver 
in all her limbs. ! 

The question is to be put upon the ballot, at 
the municipal election in April as a result of a 
petition of the Anti-Saloon League. That the 
Prohibitionists are strong is mad3 evident by the 
number of signers to the petition. That the sa- 
loon men are alarmed is‘proven by the vigor 
with which they are even now organizing for 
the contest. Should a majority of those who vote 
on the question vote “yes,” the city would have 
to close its saloons within 30 days. After that 
time it would be illegal fdr the city government 
to license the sale of liquors except in drug 
stores and then only for specified purposes. 

To-make a dry city of Chicago is the biggest 
municipal campaign the Prohibitionists have yet 
undertaken. To- most people the chances of suc- 
cess in such a contest seem so slight it will be 
difficult for them to deem it serious. From the 
agitation in the ranks of the liquor men, now- 
ever, it appears the result is by no means a fore- 
gone conclusion. A Prohibiticn victory would be 
interesting in‘many ways; not the least of which 
would be the consequences of attempting to en- 
force prohibition laws in a great city like 
Chicago.

Responsibility of Physicians. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

When C. 8S. Carr thinks he can place the responsi- 
bility for crimes committed by certain physicians 
upon the medical fraternity he is certainly wrong. 
But his suggestion to control physicians will find by 
no one more appreciation than by the conscientious 
physician. There is no institution to, protect the 
physical welfare like the courts where they try to 
protect property. We have practically nothing but 
the conscience of a physician to protect health. This 
conscience is a power that does good work for the suf- 
ferers and reflects upon the physician himself; it works 
quietly and often finds very little recognition. Spe- 
cial outside power a conscientious physician does not 
have—no more than a member of any other profes- 
sion. But the duties of a physician are harder and 
more comprehensive than of anyone else in the com- 
munity. He must be ready day and night and all 
the time to help; and :a conscientious physician is 
ready; he does not regard danger for himself or his 
family when his patients call upon him for help; his 
work is intense and full of variety and demands un- 
ceasing attention. 

A physician can bea more successful criminal] if he 
wants to than an uneducated man. But he has also a 
better chance to be a better man than the average. 
And the rule is that the physician is a better man. 
As proof of this I mention the fact that. physicians 
as a rule stay all their lifetime in very moderate 
economic conditions. For this majority a recognition 
of their devotion to help the sufferers would be in 
many instances very desirable. 

Mr. Carr thinks a board or something like this 
would help out here. Suppose we could find one— 
free from political influence—the conscienticus phys!- 
clan would certainly go to such a body and open his 
heart when the entire world misjudged film. or when 
he has erred, to vindicate his intention and his work. 
But I know that no such institution can be created 
under present conditions. A better judge can be 
found—and that is the patient himself. The individ- 
ual must be educated to decide what is right and 
what is wrong if his most valuable property—his 
health—is in danger. When the patient knows more 
about his health than he does now, after a genera- 
tion has obtained the insight that it ig more valu- 
able to instruct the indiVidual hew to protect. and 
help regain his health than to protect and help and 
obtain wealth the physician’s position will be efe- 
vated to that of a counselor and of a helper to which 
he is adapted by hig special training, study and ex- 
perience. 

Therefore I set in opposition to Mr. Carr’s proposi- 
tion the suggestion to educate the people in medicine 
and in surgery by regular courses in schools and 
outside of schools, A. SIEBERT, M. D.

“The evolution of the cherry blos- 
som from the simple, single, little, 
wild mountain flower to a great, 
widespread, two-inch blossom, as big 
as a cherokee ros and to great 
rosettes. of many-fold,’ ‘hundred- 
petal’ and ‘thousand-petal’ flowers, is 
as amazing as anything in the nec- 
romancy of Japanese gardening,” 
writes Eliza Ruhamah Scidmore in 
her story of “The Cherry Blossoms 
of Japan” in the March “Century.”

Several Passengers Slightly 





Hurt in Tr-entieth Cen- 
tury Limited ‘Wreck. 


By Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 28.—The west- 
bound Twentieth Century, Limited on 
the Lake Shore Railroad was derailed at 
Olmstead Falls, 20 miles west of Cleve- 
land, at 3 o’clock this mornipg. The 
train was running probably at a speed 
of 60 miles an hour. Two or three pas- 
sengers, whose names have not yet been 
learned, were slightly injured. 

The train was running as a double- 
header and had a*straight track. All 
the seven cars were derailed, but "were 
not thrown more than a few inches from 
the tracks. Neither locomotive was de- 
railed. Five or six hundred feet of track 
was torn up. There were probably 3% 
passengers aboard the train, which is 4 
due in Chicago at 9:30 a. m. 

A second train was made up at Cleve- 
land and sent to the scene of the wreck. 
The passengers were taken aboard this 
train and sent to their destination. The 
relief train will reach Chicago about 
noon. 

The railread officials state that there 
was so little shock when the cars left 
the track that many of the passengers 
were not aware the train had béen de- 
railed. 

The Lake Shore officials believe the 
wreck was caused by a broken wheel, 
although this has not been definitely de- 
termined.
